I was present at the session of the 
House Monday, June 4th, when the 
Bill came up for third reading, and 
was defeated by a vote of 90-90, 
lacking 15 votes of the necessary 
number to pass The objections to 
the measure were the $1 00 increase 
in the driver's fees, and the 20 per 
ceut increase in fees for trucks. As 
far as we know no objection was 
raised against the provision for deaf 
drivers in the bill, but being part 
and parcel of the whole bill, our 
matter was lost with it. But the 
Bill was revived Tuesday, referred 
to the Roads Committee for certain 
dements and now awaits act- 
ion by the House Monday June n. 
The fee increases were taken off the 
Bill so that it is simply a regulatory 
measure and we for favorable pass- 
age. The provision for deaf drivers 
is still in the Bill without any 
change whatever in the wording.

Because 
of insufficient, interest, I think.

College. In 1913 and 1923 the 
entire t'r^dnating cla^s made the 
college. A few years ago tbe bead 
her of that school told me that 
his idea was to give every pupil a 
chance. California is proud of the 
fact that its representatives at Gal- 
landet College never flunk out, but 
I have not heard of one graduate of 
this school approving its policy of 
encouraging only the hest 

An educator has found that out 
y thousand American boys 
two hundred and thirty enter high 
school and fifty enter college I 
invite your attention to the fact 
tiiat scarcely fifty of the twelve 
hundred children tbU school has 
taught have had one year of high 
school work. We should like to 
■ larger percentage of onr 
pupils taking high school work. 
The way to do it is to provide more 
room, more teachers, and more 
facilities.
